The  Hess  Gallery  at  Pine  Manor  College  recently  presented  an  exhibition  of 
work  by  the  artist  Marianna  Pineda. 

The  exhibit  in  February  and  March  included  sculptures  and  drawings  of 
women  — alone,  in  groups,  and  with  children.  A number  of  Ms.  Pineda's  pieces 
depicted  pregnant  women,  including  Sleepwalker  (photo  on  this  page)  created  by 
the  sculptor  in  1951 . Historically,  pregnant  women  have  rarely  been  depicted  in 
art,  said  Pineda,  who  chose  them  as  subjects  because  she  found  the  forms  to  be 
very  beautiful. 

Marianna  Pineda  lived  and  worked  in  upper  New  York  State;  Minneapolis; 
Paris,  France;  and  Florence,  Italy,  before  coming  to  the  Boston  area  26  years  ago. 
Besides  solo  exhibitions,  she  has  shown  her  work  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art 
and  the  Whitney  Museum  in  New  York,  the  Chicago  Art  Institute,  and  the 
Oakland  and  Los  Angeles  County  Museums  in  California,  among  others.  She  is 
currently  teaching  at  Boston  University.

Editor's  Preface 


It  is  likely  that  many  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  grew  up  within  a traditional 
American  family  setting.  In  it  there 
was  probably  a well  defined  division 
of  labor:  the  father  was  the  breadwin- 
ner; the  mother  cared  for  the  children 
and  ran  the  home. 

In  the  last  20  years  the  traditional 
roles  of  men  and  w'omen  in  the 
United  States  have  become  blurred. 
In  1984  more  than  half  of  all  mothers 
are  working:  over  16  million  out  of  32 
million  are  now'  either  supporting  or 
contributing  to  the  support  of  Ameri- 
ca's families. 

According  to  Juanita  H.  Williams, 
professor  of  psychology  and  women's 
studies  at  the  University  of  South 
Florida,  the  changes  effected  largely 
by  social  and  economic  forces  have 
added  choices  to  women's  lives 
w'here  there  w'ere  none,  except  in  un- 
usual circumstances.  In  her  book. 
Psychology  of  Women:  Behavior  in  a 
Biosocial  Context,  Dr.  Williams  states 
that  "women  now  can  choose  among 
many  possible  ways  of  living  their 
lives,  taking  what  they  want  from  the 
old  and  the  new  to  meet  their  indi- 
vidual needs  and  desires." 

In  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  look 
at  the  ways  in  which  some  Pine  Manor 
alumnae  who  entered  adulthood  dur- 
ing the  transitional  period  of  the  last 
20  years  have  selected  from  "the  old 
and  the  new"  to  fashion  their  lives. 
The  w'omen  w'ho  have  written  the 
articles  on  the  pages  that  follow  are 
roughly  betw'een  25  and  45  years  of 
age;  they  are  all  married  and  have 
young  children.  (Space  limitations 
prevented  us  from  examining  the  cir- 
cumstances of  single  parents  in  this 
issue.)  Some  are  full-time  mothers; 


others  are  striking  a balance  between 
nurturing  and  careers. 

Mothers  of  pre-school  children 
constitute  the  fastest  growing  portion 
of  the  work  force:  in  1980  some  5.5 
million  had  jobs.  Most  people  would 
agree  that  the  demands  on  a mother 
are  greatest  when  her  children  are

very  young.  Why,  then,  are  these 
women  w'orking? 

The  overw'helming  number  work 
for  economic  reasons.  Many  women 
are  the  sole  support  of  their  families, 
but  those  who  have  husbands  are  also 
w'orking  mainly  out  of  need.  For 
manv  mothers,  staving  home  with  the 
children  is  a luxury  they  cannot 
afford. 

For  others  a social  force  is  the  incen- 
tive. Since  the  mid-sixties,  feminism 
has  profoundly  altered  women's  ex- 
pectations of  themselves.  As  an  ideol- 
ogy, feminism  advocates  the  eco- 
nomic independence  of  women  as  a 
state  which  gives  them  added  control 


over  their  lives.  It  asks  that  women 
develop  not  only  their  maternal  sides 
but  their  potential  in  all  areas  to  the 
fullest. 

Gwen  Kirshnitz  Baker,  '74,  proba- 
bly reflected  the  thinking  of  many 
young  women  of  her  generation 
when,  as  a freshman  at  Pine  Manor, 
she  wrote  in  her  journal:  "I  see  mv 
future  as  a woman  who  will  have  it  all 
— a career  as  a journalist,  a husband, 
and  a family.  I cannot  imagine  myself 
as  just  a mother  staying  home  with 
children  and  doing  nothing  else." 

Twelve  years  later,  as  a full-time 
mother  of  a two-vear-old  son,  Gwen 
Baker  has  a different  perspective.  "I 
look  back  on  that  statement  as  very 
naive.  The  many  feminist  books  that  I 
read  when  1 was  18  are  for  the  mo- 
ment packed  away.  When  you  are  18 
you  don't  understand  how  difficult  it 
can  be  to  find  good  child  care  or  how 
the  energy  needed  to  sustain  and  put 
vou  ahead  in  a full-time  career  may 
not  leave  much  time  for  nurturing  a 
child  or  anything  else." 

Time  Magazine  in  its  May  19,  1980, 
issue  called  the  bind  she  is  describing 
"the  superwoman  sc|ueeze."  "The 
guilt,  the  goals,  the  go-it-alone 
grind,"  the  article  suggests,  "have 
become  achingly  familiar  to  millions 
of  American  women.  They  are 
trapped  in  the  superwoman  squeeze, 
the  constant  pressure  to  juggle  home, 
family,  and  job." 

Dr.  Nancy  White  has  taught 
psychology  at  Pine  Manor  College 
since  her  two  daughters  were  small. 
"It's  exhausting,"  she  said.  "You 
wonder,  how  can  I possibly  get  it  all 
done?  Sometimes  you  feel  torn  to 
pieces."  Dr.  White  explained  that  she 
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has  persevered  because  she  loves 
teaching  young  adults.  "Also,  as  the 
economy  has  worsened,"  she  ac- 
knowledged, "working  has  become  a 
necessity." 

Academic  Dean  Eva  Kampits' 
daughter  was  born  in  early  1982. 
When  1 discussed  with  her  the  experi- 
ence of  being  a working  mother  she 
gave  me  an  example  of  how  "ridicu- 
lous" the  squeeze  can  become.  Dur- 
ing an  unusually  hectic  week  of  work 
at  the  College  last  March,  Dr.  Kampits 
found  no  time  to  prepare  a paper  she 
was  scheduled  to  deliver  at  Skidmore 
College  on  the  weekend.  "1  was  up 
until  11  p.m.  the  Friday  night  before 
the  conference  writing  my  paper,  but 
by  the  next  day  when  my  husband 
drove  me  to  Saratoga  Springs,  New 
York,  in  a snowstorm  I still  hadn't 
finished  it.  I couldn't  write  the  conclu- 
sion in  the  car  with  the  baby,  so  it  was 
completed  in  the  ladies'  room  at 
Skidmore  moments  before  I pre- 
sented it."  So  successful  was  that 
paper,  however,  that  a reporter  from 
the  New  York  Times  interviewed  Dean 
Kampits  at  the  conference  and  fea- 
tured her  comments  in  a story  in  that 
newspaper. 

Not  all  "superwoman"  stories  end 
so  happily.  Indeed,  for  some  career- 
oriented  mothers,  they  fail  to  begin. 
There  is  an  appalling  shortage  of  qual- 
ity day  care  settings  in  this  country, 
and  those  that  do  exist  are  expensive. 
According  to  the  Time  article  quoted 
above,  counting  public,  private,  and 
commercial  facilities,  the  U.S.  had  in 
1980  only  1.6  million  licensed  day  care 
openings.  That  year  seven  million 


pre-school  age  children  of  working 
mothers  were  in  need  of  daytime  care. 
Now,  as  then,  many  children  find 
themselves  in  makeshift  situations  or 
substandard  facilities.  Many  profes- 
sional women  who  would  like  to  re- 
sume their  careers  don't  for  fear  of 
compromising  their  children's  care. 

Alumna  Cynthia  Weaver  Winder, 
'68,  had  planned  to  return  to  her  job  as 
a graphic  designer  ior  National  Geo- 
graphic magazine  after  the  birth  of  her 
daughter,  Anne.  But  her  inability  to 
find  a caretaker  or  day  care  facility  she 
was  pleased  with  convinced  her  that 
she  should  stay  at  home  with  her 
child.  "Working  full  time  would  mean 
50  hours  away  from  my  daughter  each 
week,"  she  added.  "Unthinkable!" 

Many  mothers  considering  jobs, 
along  with  those  in  the  work  place, 
struggle  with  a nagging  sense  of  guilt. 
Despite  the  social  pressure  to  "have  a 
career,"  women  have  been  con- 
ditioned to  feel  that  they  are  ulti- 
mately responsible  for  their  children, 
and  the  resulting  conflict  creates  a 
painful  ciilemma  for  many  women. 

Some  women  are  dealing  with  the 
demands  from  all  sides  by  working  in 
part-time  jobs.  A minority  "jc')b 
share,"  splitting  a salary  and  benefits 
with  another  employee.  Flexible 
working  hours,  or  "flextime,"  as  it  is 
called,  is  a solution  for  a small  number 
lucky  enough  to  have  very  supportive 
and  innovative  employers. 

These  days,  mothers  who  are  able 
to  remain  at  home  (because  of  ade- 
c}uate  financial  support  from  a hus- 
band) and  choose  to  do  so,  often  feel 
very  strongly  about  their  choice.  "I 
can't  think  of  anything  much  more 


important  than  contributing  to  the 
development  and  happiness  of  a little 
human  being,"  said  Susan  Foster 
Hamill,  '71,  full-time  mother  of 
Blake  (4)  and  Carter  (2)  in  Bronxville, 
New  York.  Susan,  w^ho  worked  for 
Citibank  in  New  York  City  and  Tokyo 
before  starting  her  family,  believes 
there  is  a tendency  to  view  becoming  a 
mother  as  an  interruption  in  a career. 
She  believes,  however,  that  a woman 
can  experience  personal  growth  and 
develop  skills  as  either  a professional 
in  a job  or  as  a mother  in  a family. 

I,  too,  am  the  mother  of  two  pre- 
school children.  1 have  held  full-time 
and  part-time  positions  since  they 
were  born.  1 diapered  my  youngest  in 
my  office  at  Pine  Manor  on  occasion 
and  carried  him  to  meetings  when  he 
was  eight  weeks  old,  thanks  to  highly 
supportive  administrators  at  the  Col- 
lege. Thus,  1 can  relate  in  a very  per- 
sonal way  to  the  alumnae  who  share 
their  experiences  of  mothering  with 
us  in  this  issue.  1 hope  that  other 
mothers  of  this  generation,  as  w'ell  as 
women  who  raised  children  before 
the  present  host  of  alternatives  be- 
came available,  will  join  our  conversa- 
tion on  mothering.  Fet  the  Bulletin 
know  your  views!

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A Full-time  Mother's  Job  Description

There  was  a time  when  the  decision 
to  stay  home  with  your  children  was 
easy  — there  was  simply  no  choice. 
Nor  was  there  really  anywhere  else  to 
go.  One  hundred  years  ago  most 
people  died  having  traveled  no  more 
than  ten  miles  from  their  homes.  But 
women  of  the  eighties  travel  the 
world  over  and  face  a multitude  of 
options  concerning  how  to  best  put 
their  talents  and  education  “to  work." 
Each  mother  must  find  her  own  bal- 
ance between  nurturing  and  career. 

I am  a full-time  mother  by  choice. 
The  fruits  of  my  education,  resource- 
fulness, problem-solving,  love  of 
learning,  and  excitement  for  life  ripen 
at  home.  I don't  punch  out  at  five 
o'clock  or  retire  when  my  kids  are 
twenty-one.  To  be  sure,  there  are  no 
vacation  days  or  yearly  pay  raises  at 
the  top  of  the  corporate  ladder,  and

there  may  only  be  a few  obvious  signs 
of  achievement.  But  the  profits  clearly 
outweigh  the  losses  on  my  P & L 
sheet.  I have  no  bosses,  no  set  hours, 
no  limited  workplace,  and  no  need  for 
fancy  clofhes.  There  are  no  creative 
limits.  I would  sometimes  like  more 
energy  and  always  more  time,  but 
restraints  are  few.  We  are  free  to  learn 
and  play  exactly  as  we  wish.  A great 
job  description! 

It  was  not  always  so.  After  Pine 
Manor  and  UCLA,  I dallied  in  show 
business.  My  sister,  Susan  Saint 
James,  was  starring  in  the  television 
series  “McMillan  & Wife"  and  I was 
dazzled  by  the  tinsel.  Bit  parts  on  the 
show,  modeling  assignments,  and 
lots  of  jazz  dancing  kept  me  busy.  I 
remember  Susan  saying  she  was  suc- 
cessful because  she  “had  more  guts 
than  brains."  I had  no  guts  at  all.

And  I certainly  didn't  have  the 
lungs  it  takes  to  surv'ive  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  air  seemed  oppressive 
— it  was  the  early  seventies  and  I 
jumped  on  the  “Save  the  Environ- 
ment" bandwagon.  We  gathered  sig- 
natures, raised  money,  lectured  and 
wrote  an  alternative  energy  journal. 
This  role  was  far  from  the  performing 
arts,  but  it  was  one  I was  more  com- 
fortable playing.  I felt  I was  contribut- 
ing. The  mid-seventies  brought  a 
move  to  the  Midwest,  where  I began 
work  for  a hobby  company.  I set  up  a 
Consumer  Relations  Department  and 
wrote  an  in-house  newsletter.  It  was 
challenging,  solid  work,  but  what 
about  “a  better  world?" 

Before  I was  able  to  answer  I found 
myself  with  child.  Now  a more  press- 
ing question  faced  me.  Continue  my 
business  career  (and  salary)  or  ...  or 
what?  Luckily  my  husband  and  I 
agreed  on  priorities:  1)  people  before 
fhings;  2)  a family  commitment  to 
nurture  our  children  ourselves.  Ques- 
tion answered. 

Actually,  this  choice  was  the  perfect 
blend  of  my  past  and  present 
philosophies.  A “better  world"  is 
comprised  of  healthy  citizens  giving 
more  than  they  take.  Social  change 
begins  with  individuals  (Soc.  101). 
Children  develop  life-long  behavioral 
patterns  and  values  within  the  family 
strucfure  (Educ.  101).  The  quality  of 
nurturance  a child  receives  in  its 
formative  years  makes  a lasting 
impression  (Psych.  101).  Babies  are 
dependent  upon  their  mothers  for 
sustenance,  growth,  and  example 
(Biol.  101).  Therefore,  to  best  influ- 
ence social  change  and  make  that

“better  world"  we  must  begin  with 
future  mothers  and  their  children.  Ah 
ha!  So  that  was  my  calling. 

I am  now  a certified  leader  with  La 
Leche  League  (LLL),  an  international 
group  of  women  that  shares  informa- 
tion and  support  on  breastfeeding 
and  nurturing.  Through  LLL  we  ex- 
plore concepts  pertinent  to  child- 
raising, e.g.,  nutrition,  health, 
getting-by-on-one-salary,  and  disci- 
pline as  learning  through  loving  guid- 
ance. It's  wonderful  to  witness  the 
evolution  of  a tentative  new  mother 
into  a woman  capable  of  trusting  her 
instincts  and  respecting  her  child's 
inherent  ability  to  learn  about  the 
world. 

Being  with  my  children  is  delight- 
ful. I find  mothering  to  be  more 
stimulating  and  exciting  than  any  past 
endeavors.  And  certainly  more  chal- 
lenging — my  children's  needs  are 
always  changing.  For  me,  quality- 
time means  quantity-time,  because 
milestones  and  little  urgencies  don't 
wait.  (Else,  how  would  I know  that 
Tyler's  “green  Chinese"  means  “vita- 
min C please"  if  I weren't  witness  to 
his  world?)  Alexandra  (5)  and  Ty  (2) 
have  taught  me  more  than  anv  institu- 
rion  could  (sorry  PM)  about  myself, 
priorities,  love,  adventure,  work,  en- 
ergy, time,  and  wonder.  Mothering  is 
a fertile  field  . . . the  boundaries  limit- 
less . . . the  responsibilities  awesome. 

Our  days  are  full  and  almost  always 
fulfilling.  Tyler  has  a steady,  positive 
flow  of  energy  with  an  uncanny  wit, 
good  timing,  smiling  eyes,  and  glad 
heart.  Alex  is  the  artist/poet/dancer/ 
singer/jock/child.  This  is  no  idyllic 


portrait,  mind  you,  of  freshly  baked 
bread,  home-grown  produce,  and 
adorable  mom-sewn  outfits.  Al- 
though some  days  are,  we  usually 
find  ourselves  centered  around  the 
stuff  of  life:  reading  stories,  nursing 
babies,  wiping  noses,  quelling  tiffs, 
reading  more  stories,  dreaming,  mak- 
ing enormous  messes,  giggling,  food 
fixing,  crying,  and  cuddling. 

Will  this  block  of  “child  rearing" 
time  dim  my  future  job  prospects?  I 
rather  doubt  it.  I have  sharpened  my 
writing  and  speaking  skills  in  my 
work  with  LLL.  I have  more  patience, 
empathy  and  understanding  of  things 
simple.  Certainly  I will  be  more  orga- 
nized. Our  weekly  “Play  Group"  in- 
volves other  mothers  with  kids  and 
field  trips,  music  making,  dance  and 


learning  wherever  we  can  find  it. 
Separately,  I teach  a jazz  exercise  class 
to  keep  my  body  as  sharp  as  my  mind. 
Where  will  all  this  lead?  It's  fun  to 
guess.  ■

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A Tugging  Feeling

When  I cuddle  on  the  bed  with  mv 
son  in  the  evening  I wonder  why  I go 
to  work  each  morning  instead  of  stay- 
ing home  with  him.  I value  my  rela- 
tionship with  my  husband  and  my 
son  more  than  anything  else  in  my 
life,  yet  1 allocate  less  time  to  them 
each  day  than  to  my  job.  The  house- 
hold runs  relatively  smoothly,  with  a 
"blip”  once  in  a while,  yet  there  is 
always  a tugging  feeling  inside  me 
that  maybe  I should  stay  home. 

When  I was  in  high  school  and  in 
my  early  years  of  college  I never 
dreamed  that  at  age  34  I would  have  a 
career  and  continue  to  work  full  time 
once  1 had  a child.  My  mother  never 
worked,  married  in  her  early  twen- 
ties, and  raised  three  children  in  a 
New  York  suburb.  My  life,  I assumed, 
although  1 never  really  thought  about 
it  that  deeply,  would  be  much  like 
hers.  Little  did  1 realize  that  1 would  go 
to  graduate  school,  start  a career  in 
real  estate,  and  not  marry  until  1 was 
31! 

When  we  married,  my  husband 
and  I wanted  children  as  soon  as 
nature  would  allow.  Fortunately,  we 
were  able  to  have  a little  boy  within  14 
months.  1 had  a very  easy  and  healthy 
pregnancy  and  consequently  worked 
until  the  day  I delivered.  1 enjoyed  my 
two  and  a half  months  of  maternity 
leave,  but  1 knew  that  if  1 wanted  to 
keep  my  job,  which  1 loved,  1 would 
have  to  return  to  work  within  three 
months.  Having  found  someone  1 
trusted  to  take  care  of  our  precious 
son,  1 resumed  my  career.  1 took  the 
attitude  of  wait  and  see.  If  1 felt  very 
uncomfortable  leaving  him  at  home 
with  someone  else,  I thought,  1 could 
always  resign. 


The  first  few  months  were  very 
hard.  1 rushed  home  from  work  and 
couldn't  wait  to  sweep  baby  Liam  into 
my  arms.  1 looked  forward  to  the 
weekends  and  any  holidays  knowing 
that  1 could  spend  the  entire  day  with 
him.  1 continued  to  work,  though, 
because  I loved  my  job  and  1 trusted 
the  person  who  cared  for  my  son.  1 
really  think  that  finding  a high  quality 
caretaker  is  the  key  to  a mother  being 
able  to  work.  Livingin  New  York  City 
gives  you  more  options  than  living  in 
the  suburbs.  There  are  more  jobs  and 
there's  better  access  to  child  care.  This 
can  make  a decision  whether  to  con- 
tinue a career  more  difficult,  because 
you  know  there  are  no  obstacles  if  you 
really  want  to  work. 

Not  a day  passes  that  1 don't  think 
of  becoming  a full-time  mother/ 
housewife,  yet  1 still  go  to  work  each 
day.  Perhaps  it  is  easier  than  terminat- 
ing one's  career.  However,  1 know 
that  if  1 ever  resigned  from  my  job  1 
would  feel  fulfilled  having  had  a 
career  to  which  1 could  return  later  in 
life.  And  1 am  fortunate  that  my  small 
family  would  not  starve  if  1 decided  to 
become  a full-time  mother. 

1 think  that  the  real  decision  about 
work  comes  with  the  second  child. 
One  child  seems  relatively  easy  to 
handle  and  organize.  However,  my 
friends  tell  me  that  having  two  chil- 
dren is  like  having  three! 

For  now  I shall  continue  working.  I 
live  day  to  day,  and  if  I can  feel  that  I 
have  accomplished  something  by  the 
evening  I feel  satisfied.  On  Friday  1 
heave  a sigh  of  relief  that  we  have  all 
lived  through  another  week.  1 am  very 
happy,  and  1 feel  contented  with  my 


life,  but  1 do  have  doubts  and  feel 
overwhelmed  at  certain  times.  Some 
days  nothing  gets  accomplished,  and 
1 feel  frustrated.  1 don't  have  enough 
time  to  do  everything  and  I have  very 
little  time  for  my  husband  or  myself. 

1 do  feel  that  the  quality  of  the  time  1 
spend  with  my  child  is  special.  1 am 
patient  and  1 pay  a lot  of  aftention  to 
him.  He  knows  that  when  1 walk 
through  the  front  door  in  the  evening 
it  is  his  time  with  Mommy,  and  1 look 
forward  to  it.  Life  is  never  easy,  but  it 
can  be  very  rewarding.  I feel  so  fortu- 
nate to  have  a happy  little  boy  and  a 
loving,  supportive  husband.  ■

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The  Challenge  of  Getting  to  the  Job

Pursuing  a career  is  a challenge  for 
many  women  with  children.  This  w'as 
very  true  for  me.  In  fact,  \ustgetting  to 
the  job  in  the  morning  was  a 
challenge. 

I had  exactly  nine  minutes  after 
dropping  my  four-year-old  off  at  day 
care  to  make  a 7:39  a. m.  train  to  Bos- 
ton. Each  morning  I waited  nervously 
for  the  trolley  bus  to  take  me  to  the 
train  station  and  deposit  me  in  time  to 
run  down  the  stairs  to  the  tracks.  The 
conductor  would  plead  with  me  to 
“slow  down  — I can  hold  the  train, 
but  I can't  deliver  a baby!"  At  this 
point,  I was  visibly  pregnant  and  I 
continued  to  get  a good  aerobic  work- 
out five  mornings  a week  until  four 
days  before  delivering  my  second 
baby  girl. 

When  Suzanne  was  born  three 
months  ago,  I decided  not  to  return  to 
my  job  at  Spaulding  Hospital  in  Bos- 
ton. I had  a wonderful  experience 
with  my  first-born,  Danielle,  as  an 
infant  and  toddler,  and  I want  to  be 
with  Suzanne  as  much  as  possible  for 
a few  years.  I thoroughly  enjoy 
breastfeeding  and  watching  my  baby 
develop  every  day.  The  first  few  years 
go  by  so  quickly  that  I would  hate  to 
lose  them  by  returning  to  a full-time 
position  just  for  economic  reasons. 
However,  this  is  not  to  say  that  I won't 
be  working  at  all  while  Suzanne  is 
small. 

I am  a physical  therapist,  and  there 
are  opportunities  both  in  hospitals 
and  in  private  practice  to  work  flexible 
hours.  When  Danielle  was  eight 


months  old,  I began  working 
weekends  at  Malden  Hospital.  I did 
this  for  two  and  a half  years.  When 
Danielle  was  two,  I also  filled  in  for  a 
therapist  on  maternity  leave,  which 
required  an  additional  three  days  of

work  each  week.  Fortunately,  there 
was  an  excellent  day  care  center  very 


close  to  the  hospital.  Danielle  at- 
tended the  center  for  three  months. 

When  Danielle  turned  three  years 
old,  I was  ready  to  work  full  time,  and 
we  needed  the  added  income.  Again, 
I found  the  perfect  day  care  center,  "A 
Place  to  Grow,"  in  Belmont,  MA, 
which  had  an  opening  coming  up  in  a 
few  months.  There  is  such  a shortage 
of  good  day  care  centers,  and  the  long 
waiting  lists  for  some  are  discourag- 
ing. (I  shied  away  from  family  day 
care  in  a private  home  because  the  few 
I had  observed  didn't  seem  to  be 
stimulating  enough  for  a young

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child.)  “A  Place  to  Grow”  was  run  by 
three  warm,  loving  women  who  pro- 
vided an  excellent  environment  for 
children.  It  also  happened  to  be  a 
ten-minute  walk  from  our  home.  This 
was  impcvrtant,  because  we  are  a 
one-car  family. 

The  first  few  weeks  were  admit- 
tedly traumatic  for  both  Danielle  and 
me.  There  were  a few  tears  shed  by 
both  mother  and  daughter  when  we 
separated  for  a ten-hour  period.  But 
we  adjusted  to  the  new  schedule,  and 
certainly  Danielle  benefitted  greatly 
from  being  with  other  children.  While 
I was  working  she  had  opportunities 
to  participate  in  gymnastics, 
eurythmics,  summer  day  camp,  and 
countless  other  projects,  and  now  that 
I am  at  home,  she  continues  to  attend 
the  center  two  days  a week. 

In  turn,  I was  able  to  progress  in  my 
profession.  I gained  valuable  experi- 
ence in  the  large  physical  therapy

department  at  Spaulding  Hospital, 
where  I worked  until  my  second  child 
was  born.  The  medical  professions 
demand  that  you  have  continued  con- 
tact vvdth  your  field  in  order  to  keep  up 
with  newer  and  ever-changing  tech- 
niques. For  this  reason,  and  because  it 
is  economically  necessary  that  I work, 

1 plan  to  return  to  patient  treatment 
when  the  time  is  right  for  me  to  do  so. 

How  will  I manage  to  combine  a job 
with  two  children?  I think  the  answer 
to  that  lies  in  the  good  deal  of  support 
1 have  from  my  husband.  He  has 
always  encouraged  me  to  continue  in 
my  chosen  profession  and  has  helped 
to  run  the  household.  Even  though  he 
usually  worked  longer  hours  than  I 
did,  he  managed  to  prepare  dinner 


occasionally  and,  most  importantly 
for  me,  took  responsibility  for  bed- 
time and  stories  with  Danielle.  When 
she  was  sick  and  unable  to  go  to  day 
care,  he  would  stay  home  with  her, 
taking  turns  with  me.  In  essence, 
cooperation  between  two  working 
parents  is  a must  if  things  are  to 
proceed  smoothly. 

At  times,  I do  wish  that  my  life  were 
less  complicated  and  that  I could  have 
a bit  more  personal  freedom.  But 
when  1 am  at  home  surrounded  by  my 
family  I have  a total  sense  of  content- 
ment. There  is  nothing  more  person- 
allv  challenging  and  fulfilling  for  me 
than  raising  our  two  daughters. 

And  to  think,  one  of  them  might 
aspire  to  be  a member  of  the  Pine 
Manor  Class  of  2000!  ■

The  decision  to  work  while  raising 
children  was  certainly  not  reached 
overnight.  I had  been  teaching 
elementary  art  and,  after  five  years, 
decicied  to  take  a year's  leave  of  ab- 
sence and  see  if  1 could  gef  my  own 
business  going.  A friend  and  1 
planned  to  design  and  paint  large, 
contemporary  graphics,  called  super- 
graphics, and  murals.  We  worked 
with  architects  and  designers  and 
painted  our  bold  designs  in  hospitals, 
schools,  offices,  and  homes. 

All  was  going  well  when  along 
came  Christian,  my  son,  in  May  1975. 
Now  what  to  do?  I felt  fortunate  that 
Fletch,  my  husband,  was  suppor- 
tive of  whatever  decision  I made,  but 
of  course,  1 did  feel  pangs  of  guilt. 
Through  much  soul  searching,  dis- 
cussions with  other  mothers,  and  tak- 
ing a Human  Potential  course,  I 
realized  that  for  me  the  combination 
of  working  and  raising  children  was 
what  1 really  wanted.  At  the  same 
time  I knew  there  would  never  be  any 
true  "quality  time"  if  I wcirked  full 
time.  Consequently,  I worked  out  an 
arrangement  where  I worked  three 
days  a week.  Being  flexible  was  the 
key  ingredient,  as  well  as  having  a 
terrific  babysitter.  She  took  care  of 
children  in  her  home,  and  she  also 
was  open  to  my  changeable  schedule. 
When  Christian  was  first  born,  and  I 
was  painring  a graphic  descending 
from  a skylight  down  the  stairs,  I had 
a babysitter  who  would  stroll  with 
Christian  and  then  bring  him  over 
every  three  hours  or  so  for  nursing! 

When  Elissa  was  born  two  years 
later,  the  business  was  booming,  and 
my  partner  was  moving  to  Denver. 
Again  I found  that  a flexible  schedule, 
free-lance  artists  and  designers  who 
worked  for  me,  and  a good  babysitter 


were  the  answer.  It  was  definitely 
harder  with  tw'o  children,  and  yet  1 
loved  my  work,  and  the  idea  that  1 
could  schedule  my  own  time  and  be 
with  my  children  whenever  I wanted 
or  was  needed  made  my  decision  to 
keep  working  easier.  And  frankly,  the 
flexibility  1 had  was  also  the  conse- 
quence of  not  depending  upon  this 
income.  It  was  fun  working  with  so 
many  different  people,  creating  new 
designs  and  ideas,  traveling  about  the 
metropolitan  Washington  area  and 
working  in  a traditionally  male  field. 
When  I was  seven  months  pregnant

with  Elissa,  we  were  painting  a hospi- 
tal, so,  of  course,  1 received  several 
comments  about  at  least  being  in  the 
right  place. 

Now  after  twelve  years  1 am  re- 
evaluating my  options.  Christian  is 
eight  and  Elissa  is  six.  Both  are  in 
school  full  rime,  so  I have  a lot  more 
time.  I feel  that  the  really  exciting 
thing  about  having  my  own  business 
is  the  flexibility  it  offers  and  the  free- 
dom to  pursue  other  interests.  With  a 
new  home  and  a new  kitchen  I run  a 
cooking  school  one  day  a week.  1 do 
volunteer  work  and  work  in  the  chil- 
tiren's  schools.

Why  is  my  favorite  line  "two 
careers,  two  kids,  two  homes  and 
only  one  husband"  not  so  funny 
anymore? 

In  January,  1982, 1 came  fo  an  amaz- 
ing conclusion.  I was  exhausted  from 
trying  to  do  it  all.  Back  in  1965  in  The 
Feminine  Mystique  Betty  Friedan  said 
women  could  have  it  all.  And  here  I 
was,  a mother,  a wife,  and  a career 
woman.  I had  built  a human  resources 
firm  with  my  partner.  We  had  excel- 
lent clients.  I traveled  to  warm,  beau- 
tiful spots.  1 learned  how  to  run  a 
business,  incorporate  it,  organize  the 
books,  make  a profit,  sell  the  semi- 
nars, write  new  programs,  lease  office 
space,  pack  for  cold  and  warm  cli- 
mates in  one  small  bag,  and  shuttle  all 
over  to  conferences  and  business 
sites. 

I worked  hard. 

I worked  very  hard. 

I worked  so  hard  1 had  very  little 
time,  energy,  humor,  or  patience  with 
anyone. 

And  still,  I couldn't  do  the  excellent 
job  1 wanted  to  do  in  researching  new 
ideas  and  new  materials  for  my  educa- 
tional seminars.  What  audience  en- 
joys stale  material?  Not  mine.  Who 
wants  to  deliver  the  same  old  presen- 
tation over  and  over?  Not  me.  Do  I 
really  want  to  get  on  an  airplane 
again?  No.  I want  to  stay  home,  be 
around  my  children  and  not  see  them 
sad  that  I am  leaving  all  the  time.  Do  I 
like  working  on  weekends?  No.  My 
husband  Phil  loves  and  takes  pride  in 
my  work,  but  he  sure  wants  some 
companionship  on  the  weekends  — 
and  I do,  too!  Have  I paid  the  bills  at 
the  office?  Have  I paid  my  bills  at 
home?  Where  am  I going  next  week? 
What  am  1 to  talk  about?  Who's  hav- 
ing lunch  with  me  today?  Where's 


Anne  now?  Did  Greg  take  his 
medicine? 

Push,  stress,  overload  — burnout. 

1 gave  seminars  on  career  planning, 
decision  making,  communication 
skills,  risk  taking,  stress  manage- 
ment, and  time  management.  I 
helped  others  plan  careers,  and  I was 
not  really  taking  my  own  advice. 
Perhaps  the  most  damaging  aspect  of 
being  a working  mother  was  the 
fragmentation.  I knew  it  was  too 
much  to  expect  a professional  woman 
to  maintain  a fast-paced  career  and 
strong  hes  to  children  and  husband 
and  still  have  time  for  her  own 
friends,  for  physical  exercise,  for  intel- 
lecfual  growth,  and  professional  con- 
tacts. How  could  I keep  asking  myself 
to  do  it  all?  What  would  have  to  go?  I 
asked  myself.  My  husband,  my  kids 
or  my  business? 

A year  ago  The  New  York  Times 
wrote  an  article  that  1 know  was  very 
unpopular  among  dedicated  working 
mothers.  It  proclaimed  the  start  of  a 
frend;  the  lawyers,  accountants,  ad- 
vertising and  professional  women 
with  newly  won  honors,  fast  track 
opportunities,  and  good  salaries  were 
doing  something  drastic.  Some  of 
them  were  deciding  to  stay  home  with 
their  children.  They  were  betraying 
the  proud  call  to  professionalism  anci 
refurning  to  home,  hearth,  and  fam- 
ily. That  was  a brave  article  to  print. 

Reading  the  Times  article  and  hear- 
ing about  a brilliant  former  school- 
mate of  mine  who  called  it  "quits,"  as 
I put  it,  gave  me  an  idea  and  some 
strength  that  maybe  there  was 
another  way. 

And  so,  in  June,  1983,  1 sold  my 
business,  with  great  feelings  of  relief. 

I have  always  achieved  in  some 
measure.  I was  raised  in  compefitive 


environments  (grades,  tests,  hockey 
teams,  S.  A.T.s,  college  prestige,  etc.). 
1 didn't  turn  that  off  on  graduating 
from  Pine  Manor  ('62)  or  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill 
('64)  or  New  York  University  ('71). 

Working  has  always  been  my  real 
love.  (Everyone  wants  me  to  say  mv 
family  is  my  first  love.)  But  women  are 
learning  the  giddy,  exhilarating  stuff 
of  achievement,  accomplishment, 
and  success.  Personal,  all  sc//- oriented

goals.  Old  values  said  this  was  selfish. 
New  v’alues  (women  under  35)  say 
this  is  great.  1 am  41.  1 did  not  do  what 
most  of  my  peers  did.  1 was  an  exam- 
ple of  career  first,  babies  later.  Most  of 
my  classmates  are  putting  children 
into  college,  while  mine  are  hovering 
just  under  and  just  over  kindergarten. 

But  what  happened?  What  changed 
me?  Was  I incompetent  in  not  being 
able  to  juggle  so  many  people  and 
things?  Why  do  1 take  this  change  as  a 
"sidestep?"  When  I am  gloomy,  it 
even  feels  like  a "backstep." 

It  has  helped  to  talk  with  other 
professional  women  who  have  cho- 
sen to  do  the  same  thing.  There  is  a 
consensus  that  our  work  took  a lot  out 
of  us.  It  demanded  us  to  perform  at 
highly  excelling  levels  every  dav  as  we 
faced  our  professional  peers  and 
competed  for  special  jobs.  As  we 
wound  our  way  through  our  profes- 
sions, more  and  more  time  was  also 
the  mandate,  not  always  resulting  in 
higher  productivity.  We  traveled  and 
had  to  make  all  the  arrangements  for 
everyone  at  home  during  our  ab- 
sences. That's  normallv  called  double 
planning  — but  that  is  double  job- 
bing, let's  face  it.  Some  of  us  have 
admitted  that  our  lives  seemed  out  of 
control.  Days  and  time  spun  by  so  fast 
my  daughter  was  18  months  old  be- 
fore I knew  it. 

When  my  children  were  babies, 
their  world  was  small,  and  1 always 
found  someone  good  to  care  for  them. 
But  as  they  grew,  their  worlds  ex- 
panded, and  taking  them  to  school 
seemed  to  be  my  job.  (Phil's  world  of 
work,  investment  banking,  starts  way 
before  most  schools  are  open  at  8:30.) 
And  1 wanted  to  take  them.  To  bus 
them  to  pre-school  seemed  cold  and 
unfeeling. 


1 had  to  stop.  1 had  to  sell  out.  No 
amount  of  vacation  would  replenish 
the  need  to  "get  control."  1 yearned  to 
be  with  my  children  more;  1 wanted  to 
feel  more  rested,  less  exhausted,  and 
angry  at  all  the  frustrations  of  being 
pulled  apart.  And  1 needed  a moment 
to  feed  me. 

I was  glad  when  my  last  program  in 
July  for  one  thousand  men  and 
women  was  over.  I rejoiced  at  having 
all  of  August  to  relax,  sun,  play  ten- 
nis, even  read  a whole  book  again  just 
for  fun.  Still  1 panicked  I'd  be  bored  at 
the  beach  (I  wasn't)  and  that  come  the 
fall,  I,  the  career  counselor,  would  not 
know  what  I wanted  to  do. 

Now,  it  is  January,  1984.  What  is  it 
like?  It's  nice.  I have  stopped  calling 
myself  "a  kept  woman."  I loved 
Christmas  when  I could  entertain 
without  regret  over  how  much  time 
and  physical  effort  it  took.  (When  I 
worked,  this  was  almost  never  possi- 
ble — we  ate  out  with  guests.)  I played 
with  my  children  and  planned  their 
time  off.  We  did  the  usual  candy/ 
cookie  house,  which  I never  had  time 
to  do  before. 

I am  rested.  I am  not  depressed  that 
winter  is  here.  I am  not  getting  sick 
every  two  weeks  and  then  pushing  on 
to  work  again. 

Not  going  to  the  office  every  day 
can  be  hard  for  many  women.  You 
don't  have  as  much  contact  with  the 
outside  world.  The  issues  you  deal 
with  are  much  smaller  than  ones  any 
professional  solves  daily.  The  vocabu- 
lary you  use  is  different.  Your  dress 
habits  change.  The  stimulation  of 
adult  ideas,  of  business  concepts  or 
problems,  of  challenges  and  profes- 
sional peaks  is  eliminated. 

Many  will  say,  however,  that  full- 
time mothers  are  doing  a more  impor- 


tant job.  I agree.  Ultimately  I had  to 
realize  I was  the  "glue"  for  my  family. 
Betty  Friedan  forgot  to  tell  me  this, 
and  if  other  women  told  me,  I did  not 
listen. 

Right  now  I have  time  to  listen  to 
and  encourage  Phil,  helping  reduce 
the  pressures  he  has  as  a busi- 
nessman. We  no  longer  both  rush  to 
"be  on  first"  and  unload  all  as  we  sit 
down  at  dinner.  My  son  is  less  angry 
— funny,  so  am  I.  Hey,  I am  even 
patient.  My  daughter's  vocabulary 
and  speech  are  improving  rapidly.  We 
are  having  more  fun  as  a family.  Be- 
fore, we  were  a well  managed  family; 
now  we  are  a more  loving well 
managed  family. 

And  so,  I have  become  a motivation 
specialist.  I now  manage  two  homes, 
three  "careers"  — Phil's,  Greg's,  and 
Anne's.  I am  taking  a year  to  slow 
dciwn,  knowing  that  this  is  a luxury 
today.  It  feels  good  right  now.  It  may 
last  longer. 

But  wait,  before  we  close,  do  you 
want  to  see  my  new  business  card  and 
stationery?  I am  continuing  to  do 
career  consulting  from  my  home.  This 
is  keeping  my  hand  in  a part  of  the 
work  I love,  and  it  gives  me  great 
pride  to  have  rethought  the  balance  I 
want  right  now.  ■

It  was  not  easy  for  Nancy  Martin 
Saunders,  '62,  to  leave  her  position  as 
an  administrator  of  a boys'  school 
when  her  daughter  was  born.  The 
headmaster  under  whom  she  worked 
urged  her  to  stay  on.  Parents  of  stu- 
dents encouraged  her  to  retain  her  job 
as  Head  of  the  Lower  School.  Then 
there  was  "the  feminist  pressure  to 
balance  children  and  job,"  said 
Nancy.  "I  felt  knotted  up  inside.  I felt 
it  was  my  professional  duty  to  con- 
tinue. I cared  so  much  about  the 
school.  It  had  been  my  life." 

But  after  14  years  at  The  Collegiate 
School  in  Manhattan,  Nancy  left  in 
1979  to  become  a full-time  mother  to 
her  daugher,  Devon.  "I  wanted  to 
concentrate  on  my  family,"  she  said. 
"With  my  job  it  would  have  been  very 
difficult  to  balance  both.  Had  I stayed, 
my  headmaster  would  have  asked  me 
to  give  100  percent  to  the  job  and  I 
would  have  given  it.  You  always  have 
to  meet  the  demands  of  a job,  and  the 
family  has  to  give." 

Nancy,  who  now  has  a second 
child,  Sloan  (1 V2),  has  been  very 
happy  with  her  decision.  "I've  always 
loved  children.  It's  my  field,"  said 
Nancy,  who  attended  Mills  College 
and  Columbia  University's  Teachers' 
College  after  Pine  Manor.  "I  really 
couldn't  think  of  anyone  to  leave  my 
children  with  w'ho  could  care  for  them 
better  than  I could.  I would  have 
hated  to  miss  those  important  'firsts,' 
the  early  words  and  first  steps." 

Nancy  advocates  having  children 
when  you're  older,  "when  you  have 
found  your  identity  and  feel  fulfilled. 
Have  a career  first.  Travel.  Do  all  the 
things  you  want  to  do.  Fulfill  your 
goals. 


"I  married  late.  I had  my  career 
first,"  she  said.  Nancy  married  at  35 
and  had  her  children  at  age  37  and  40. 
If  vou  have  your  children  when  vou're 
verv  young,  Nancy  believes  , "you 
may  regret  it.  You  mav  resent  the 
children  because  being  a full-time 
mother  can  be  verv  demanding  and 
frustrating.  A young  mother  could 
feel  confined.  When  you're  older  you 
have  more  patience  and  tolerance. 


You  bring  a different  perspective  to 
mothering." 

Nancy  thinks  she  would  like  to  re- 
turn to  work  when  her  youngest  child 
is  in  school,  but  she  stresses  that  she 
will  seek  a job  with  flexible  hours.  "1 
will  not  be  obsolete  or  forgotten,"  she 
said.  "Teaching  is  a stimulating  and 
challenging  career  that  can  be 
resumed."  ■

Mothering:  A Full-time  Career

Two  comments  always  amaze  me 
when  people  discuss  being  a mother: 
one  is  that  to  be  a mother  is  to  post- 
pone a career,  and  the  other  is  that 
having  children  is  an  experience  one 
would  not  want  to  miss  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  a career  comes  first.  Giving 
birth  is  an  experience,  but  raising  a 
child  is  a career.  One  who  raises  chil- 
dren needs  to  be  part  psychologist; 
teacher;  doctor;  nutritionist;  disci- 
plinarian; educational  consultant; 
minister;  proponent  of  civil  rights, 
justice,  and  ecology;  and  a logistician. 
The  longer  I am  a mother  the  more 
convinced  I become  that  no  one  could 
be  hired  to  do  the  work  I do. 

Children  can  not  be  raised  well  by 
someone  who  does  not  love  them.  It 
would  always  be  easier  to  give  the 
quick  answer,  the  easy  lesson,  skip 
the  discipline  and  trust  education  to 
the  professional  educator  who  too 
often  sees  a system  rather  than  a 
child.  Children's  questions  and  crises 
can  not  be  scheduled  and  so  many  of 
their  needs  are  spontaneous. 

To  meet  just  the  basic  needs  of  a 
child  requires  tremendous  dedica- 
tion, but  to  give  a child  the  gift  of  a

requires  a great  tieal  of  time.  To  allow 
children  to  pursue  those  activities 
which  require  lessons,  games,  compe- 
titions, and  practices  takes  research, 
planning,  and  hours  of  support. 

There  is  no  question  that  children  can 
grow  up  without  this  added  involve- 
ment, but  much  of  life  can  be  pre- 
pared for  through  it.  I think,  also,  that

it  is  marvelous  for  siblings  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  cheer  and  applaud  for 
each  other. 

There  is  no  question  that  as  a full- 
time career  mine  is  temporary.  Chil- 
dren grow  up  and  we  take  early  re- 
tirement from  child  rearing,  continu- 
ing when  needed  as  consultants. 
Then,  when  most  people  have  lost 
interest  in  their  careers,  we,  who  have 
raised  our  children,  are  ready  to  em- 
bark on  new  ones. 

The  thrill  and  challenge  for  me  of 
raising  five  children  are  paramount. 
Each  is  different.  Each  personality 
and  each  age  brings  with  it  its  own 
needs,  struggles,  joys,  and  contribu- 
tions. I have  loved  having  so  many 
years  of  having  babies.  It  is  a beautiful 
lesson  of  love  and  tolerance  for  the 
children  to  be  part  of  a family  which 
encompasses  the  needs  and  gifts  of  so 
many  ages.  Alan  is  fourteen;  Windsor 
is  eleven;  Ainsly  is  seven;  Vanessa  is 
two;  and  Hillary  was  born  in  Sep- 
tember, 1983. 

I think  that  one  of  the  sad  facts  of 
our  culture  is  that  we  often  measure 


our  worth  by  what  we  earn  rather 
than  by  the  worth  of  what  we  contrib- 
ute. The  fact  that  mothers  are  not  paid 
to  raise  their  children  drives  many  of 
them  from  home  to  collect  a paycheck 
for  work  which  often  requires  mini- 
mal thought  and  leaves  no  lasting 
contribution.  So  often  people  call  a 
dislike  of  housework  their  reason  for 
leaving  home  to  work.  Housework  is 
not  child  rearing.  A word  on 
housework  — I do  lots  of  it  and  I 
prefer  it  to  commuting  to  work.  I also 
feel  that  the  housework  I do  is  my 
children's  only  tangible  example  of  a 
job  well  done.  It  is  very  difficult  for 
children  to  envision  what  a parent 
actually  does  at  work  when  the  work 
is  done  away  from  home.  So,  it  is 
important  to  me  to  run  a clean  and 
orderly  home. 

I think  my  job  has  more  flexibility 
than  any  other.  There  have  been  times 
when  all  of  my  children  have  been  in 
school  (before  Vanessa's  birth)  for  a 
part  of  the  day.  During  those  times,  I 
have  done  some  exciting  projects.  I 
organized  a group  within  my  church 
to  sponsor  and  relocate  seventeen 
refugees  from  Southeast  Asia,  and  for 
two  years  I was  a direct  service  volun- 
teer for  the  Hospice  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  helping  to  meet  the  needs 
of  terminally  ill  people  and  their 
families.  My  project  last  spring  was  to 
plan  a trip  across  the  country  with  my 
husband  Alan  and  the  chikiren.  We 
traveled  from  the  East  Coast  to  the 
West  Coast  with  our  then  four  chil- 
dren and  three  other  children  who  are 
very  dear  to  us.  What  a treat  for  us  to

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Facing  the  Transition  From  Working 
Woman  to  Working  Mother

Susan  Skeeters  Lund  moderated  a panel 
discussion  mi  the  subject  of  combinin;^  career 
and  family  on  january  27th  at  the  Wharton 
School  of  Business  in  Philadelphia.  The  text 
which  appears  belozo  is  taken  from  her  speech. 
(Catalyst,  the  organization  in  Mew  York  for 
which  Susan  works,  was  formed  to  assist 
women  in  business.) 

As  Director  of  the  Career  and  Fam- 
ily Center  at  Catalyst,  I think  about 
concerns  like  parental  issues,  child 
care,  and  balancing  work  and  family 
all  the  time.  As  mother  of  7-month- 
old  Paul  Taliaferro  Lund,  1 also  have  a 
personal  perspechve  on  these  issues. 
Paul  was  born  June  9th,  1983.  I took  a 
three-month  maternity  leave  and 
then  returned  to  work  full  time.  1 
won't  say  it  is  always  easy,  but  1 can 
say  it  was  the  right  decision  for  me. 
What  follows  is  some  advice,  personal 
and  professional,  for  those  who  face 
the  transition  from  working  woman  to 
working  mother. 

Parental  leaves  are  becoming  an 
issue  of  concern  in  many  corporations 
today.  At  Catalyst,  we  have  had  so 
many  requests  for  information  that 
we  decided  to  survey  the  top  1,500 
corporations  about  their  policies.  We 
will  also  do  follow-up,  in-depth  inter- 
views with  companies  with  innova- 
tive policies  and  make  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  kind  of  parental

leave  policies  (maternity  and  pater- 
nity) working  families  need.  The  in- 
formation we  collect  about  corporate 
policies  will  be  the  first  available,  and 
we  hope  it  will  be  very  helpful  to 
corporations  planning  new  policies 
and  to  employees  requesting  leaves. 
But  even  without  major  policy 
changes,  there  are  some  things  that 
individuals  can  do  to  smooth  the  pro- 
cess as  they  negotiate  and  take  mater- 
nity leaves.  It  is  very  important  to 
think  through  carefully  what  i/o/<  want 
in  terms  of  a leave:  how  long  do  you 
want  to  stay  home,  will  you  be  avail- 
able at  home  to  take  business  calls, 
will  you  have  your  "in-box"  sent 
home  daily  or  weekly,  when  you  do 
go  back,  do  you  want  to  go  back  full 
time? 

You  probably  should  talk  to  women 
who  have  taken  leaves  and  have  han- 
dled them  in  a variety  of  ways.  What 
are  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
they  recall?  You  need  to  know  what 
your  company  officially  and  unoffi- 
cially offers.  Your  maternitv  leave  re- 
quest needs  to  be  reasonable  — either 
in  line  with  other  previous  leaves  or  a 
well  documented  plan  that  can  clearly 
meet  the  needs  of  the  company  in 
your  absence. 

You  need  to  think  about  how  work 
will  be  handled  in  your  absence.  Are 
you  planning  to  work  from  home? 
You  might  consider  taking  a longer 
leave  during  which  your  job  would 
not  be  held  for  you  and  instead  rotate 
back  into  a "comparable  job."  This  is  a 
solution  used  by  some  large  com- 
panies like  Exxon,  which  rotates  all 
personnel  on  a two-year  cycle. 


Basically,  your  goal  during  this 
phase  is  to  calm  fears  about  your 
absence  and  try  to  project  a confident 
picture  of  how  the  work  will  get  done. 
However,  you  will  also  need  to  build 
in  flexibility  — as  a mother  who 
planned  to  work  at  home  but  had  a 
perpetually  crying,  colicky  babv  the 
first  eight  weeks,  I can  almost  guaran- 
tee that  something  u’OH'f  happen  as 
you  plan  it.  Even  if  everything  goes  as 
planned,  one  of  the  most  difficult 
things  to  project  is  how  you  will  feel 
after  the  baby  — so  flexibility  is 
essential. 

A second  area  that  requires  a lot  of 
planning  is  child  care.  The  manager  of 
our  Corporate  Child  Care  Resource 
Department  gave  me  a rule  to  follow 
when  I was  planning  mv  child  care 
arrangement:  If  you  work  out  a child 
care  arrangement  thatlooks  easy  to  you 
before  you  have  the  baby  — like  you 
might  even  have  time  to  eat  bon  bons 
in  bed  — then  you'll  probably  be  all 
right  and  only  75%  stressed.  If  the 
child  care  arrangement  looks  tight 
going  in,  you're  probably  over  your 
head. 

The  first  step  in  planning  child  care 
is  to  assess  your  situation  practically 
and  emotionally.  You  need  to  be 
realishc  about  your  job  needs:  how 
much  do  you  travel,  what  kind  of 
hours  must  you  work  to  keep  up  with 
your  career?  Are  you  going  to  con- 
sciously slow  down  your  career  and 
spend  less  time  at  work?  Can  you  live 
with  that  decision?  Can  your  com- 
pany accept  that? 
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"Life  for  working  parents  is  tongh 
noiv,  because  we  really  are  in  a 
transitional  period." 


How  flexible  is  vour  spouse?  Is  your 
spouse  emorionally  willing  and  prac- 
tically able  to  help  with  child  care? 
What  is  realistic  for  each  of  you  in 
terms  of  taking  responsibility  for  part 
or  all  of  child  care?  For  example,  my 
husband  is  a partner  at  a New  York 
law  firm.  He  works  much  longer

hours  than  I do,  but  he  starts  to  work 
later.  Consecquently,  he  has  responsi- 
bility for  Paul  in  the  morning  after  I've 
left  for  work  and  before  Anna,  our 
child  care  provider,  arrives.  Luckily, 
I'm  a morning  person  and  having  my 
work  flexibility  in  the  morning  is  bet- 
ter for  me.  I can  go  in  early  and  get 
home  by  6:00  or  6:30. 

Regardless  of  the  juggling,  how- 
ever, one  of  you  will  probably  have 
primary  responsibility  for  the  baby. 
You  need  to  examine  how  you  feel 
about  that,  and  negotiate  with  your 


spouse  as  much  as  possible  before  the 
baby  arrives.  Again,  it  helps  to  talk 
with  friends  in  similar  situations  w'ho 
have  been  through  it. 

You  also  need  to  look  at  different 
kinds  of  child  care  anci  decide  what 
best  meets  your  needs:  center-based 
care,  home  care,  live-in  care.  Visit  a 
center,  talk  to  people  with  different 
arrangements.  There  are  advantages 
and  disadvantages  to  each:  a child 
enrolled  in  a center  often  has  more 
colds  and  illness,  but  housekeepers 
can  be  very  unreliable. 

You're  going  to  make  many  trade- 
offs; money  is  a big  one.  Quality  child 
care  of  any  kind  is  hard  to  find  and  it  is 
expensive.  1 assume  that  the  majority 
of  you  are  involved  in  careers  with 
heavy  time  demands.  Probably  you 
have  more  money  but  less  time  avail- 
able to  you  as  a resource.  So  take  my 
advice:  spend  as  much  money  as  you 
have  to  in  order  to  get  the  most  flexi- 
bility in  your  daily  routine.  Better  to 
be  poor  for  awhile.  Scrimping  on  flex- 
ibility will  cost  you  more  in  guilt  and 
productivity  and  stress. 

A third  critical  area  I want  to  men- 
tion is  the  need  to  have  access  to  lots 
of  information  and  to  resources.  One 
of  the  best  things  that  happened  to  me 
when  I became  pregnant  is  that  I met 
my  neighbor,  who  is  a full-time 
mother.  She  warned  me  repeatedly 
that  the  first  eight  weeks  were  dif- 
ficult. She  gave  me  great  advice  about 
equipment  and  baby  "stuff."  But 
most  important,  she  plugged  me  into 
a network  of  moms  at  the  park  — so 
Paul  has  friends  to  play  with  and  I 
have  a source  of  support  and  informa- 
tion. You  need  resources:  caring  for  a 


baby  is  a whole  new  job  description. 
Look  for  neighborhood  and  corporate 
resources.  Don't  be  shy  about  attend- 
ing seminars  for  parents.  Try  to  iden- 
tifv  other  working  mothers  and  meet 
with  them,  join  a group  like  the  Fi- 
nancial Women's  Associations  Work- 
ing Mother's  Lunch  Group  — a group 
of  women  with  financial  careers  who 
meet  once  a month  to  discuss  such 
weighty  matters  as  how  to  give  a great 
birthday  party  for  a two-year-old  or, 
more  seriously,  coping  with  step- 
children and  blended  families. 

Life  for  working  parents  is  tough 
now,  because  we  reallv  are  in  a transi- 
tional period.  So  do  yourself  a favor 
and  be  prepared.  I think  it  is  very  easy 
to  get  caught  up  in  the  moment,  in  the 
concerns  that  are  pressing  you  today. 
It  is  really  important  to  try  to  keep 
your  perspective,  to  try  and  look  long 
range  and  have  a life  plan  that  really 
satisfies  the  major  areas  in  your  life: 
work,  family  and  personal.  It  is  not 
easy  to  buck  the  tide,  but  you  may 
have  to  temporarily  to  get  what  you 
want.  For  some  women,  this  means 
staying  home  longer,  maybe  for  a 
couple  of  years.  For  other  women  this 
may  mean  going  back  to  work  right 
away,  confident  that  their  children  are 
happy  and  flourishing.  Whatever 
your  situation,  the  important  thing  is 
to  examine  your  alternatives  and 
know  yourself  so  that  you  can  be 
confident  in  your  decision.  ■ 


Wrestling  with  Child  Care  Issues

For  me,  staying  home  is  neither  as 
crowded  as  the  old  woman  who  lived 
in  a shoe  nor  as  funny  as  life  at  Erma 
Bombeck's.  I became  the  luckv  step- 
mother of  two  wonderful  daughters 
on  March  21,  1981.  I became  a mother 
on  May  24,  1983.  Anne  Bursley  Win- 
der arrived  one  day  ahead  of  due  date 
and  I have  been  off  schedule  ever 
since.  I decided  to  remain  a full-time, 
at-home  mother  and  not  return  to 
work  after  my  six-month  leave  was 
over.  I have  tripled  my  hours  and 
forfeited  my  salary,  but  my  husband. 
Jack,  and  I are  delighted  with  the 
decision. 

I graduated  from  Pine  Manor  in 
1968,  when  it  was  a junior  college.  I 
have  lived  in  the  Washington,  D.C. 
area  since  1970,  the  same  year  I 
graduated  from  theUniversity  of  Col- 
orado with  a B.  A.  in  art  historv-  1 
worked  10  years  for  a lumber  products 
trade  association  in  several  capacities 
— a typesetter,  supervisor  of  the 
Word  Processing  Center,  and  later  as 
a statistician.  In  1976-77,  I took  a 
one-year  graduate  level  course  in  pub- 
lishing at  George  Washington  Uni- 
v'ersity.  Two  of  my  graphics  and  de- 
sign instructors  worked  at  the  Na- 
tional Geographic  Society,  and  be- 
cause of  those  contacts  I went  to  work 
there  in  October  1980,  as  a graphic 
designer  for  the  magazine.  I really 
enjoyed  my  two  and  one-half  years 
there  in  a stimulating  art  environ- 
ment. I couldn't  believe  that  1 was 
really  doing  what  1 most  enjoyed  — 
typography  and  design. 

I worked  with  a woman  who  had  a 
baby  six  months  after  I started  work- 
ing at  the  National  Geographic  Soci- 
ety, and  she  returned  to  work  after 
her  six-month  leave  with  seemingly 


no  complications  or  reservations.  I 
was  certain  1 would  do  the  same 
thing.  1 couldn't. 

Daytime  child  care  in  Washington 
and  its  suburbs  is  uneven  in  availabil- 
ity and  quality.  When  I still  thought  1 
would  return  to  work,  my  daily  pe- 
rusals oiThe  Washington  Post  and  my 
weekly  research  projects  at  the  gro- 
cery store  bulletin  boards  led  me  to 
believe  that  all  the  child  care  was  in 
Virginia.  We  live  in  Maryland.  In  late 
August,  at  the  time  of  Anne's  chris- 
tening, I was  becoming  panicky  that 
half  mv  time  with  her  was  already  up. 
And  1 was  also  getting  worried  that  I 
hadn't  made  any  arrangements  for 
when  I would  be  returning  to  work  at 
Thanksgiving. 


I was  dragging  my  feet,  knowing 
that  I didn't  really  want  to  return  to 
work.  Introducing  motherhood  into 
an  already-full  life  of  marriage  and  a 
professional  career  meant  that  new 
priorities  needed  to  be  established  or 
every  area  would  suffer  due  to  lack  of 
attention.  I wasn't  willing  to  forfeit 
any  aspect  that  had  to  do  with  my 
family.  My  thinking  was  that  if  I did 
go  back,  part  time  would  be  all  that  I 
could  possibly  handle.  Working  full 
time  would  mean  50  hours  away  from 
my  daughter  each  week. 

Unthinkable! 

My  one  visit  to  a home  day  care 
facility  when  Anne  was  four  months 
old  really  helped  me  decide  to  stay 
home  with  her.  A woman  who  lived 
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not  too  far  from  us  (but  the  opposite 
direction  from  my  office)  advertised  at 
the  Safeway.  I made  arrangements  to 
visit  her  home  with  Anne.  This 
babysitter  had  been  taking  care  of 
children  for  23  years.  She  had  the 
television  going  during  our  entire 
visit.  Three  little  girls  toddled  around 
her  small  living  room  — all  the  break- 
ables within  easy  reach.  A space  heat- 
er was  in  operation  on  the  floor.  This 
woman  was  crazy  about  Anne,  who 
was  exactly  the  age  she  was  looking 
for.  The  relationship  was  entirely 
one-sided. 

A friend  from  church  invited  Anne 
and  me  to  lunch  one  day  so  we  could 
meet  her  Bolivian  housekeeper,  who 
had  been  with  them  since  their 
daughter,  now  two  and  a half,  was 
born,  and  would  remain  to  care  for 
their  new  child  born  this  past 
November.  My  friend  works  four 
days  a week  as  a child  psychologist. 
The  housekeeper  speaks  no  English. 

Substandard,  unsafe  facilities  and 
language  barriers  helped  me  realize 
that  the  kind  of  person  1 wanted  to 
take  care  of  Anne  during  the  day  was 
someone  like  me.  So  why  shouldn't  it 
be  me?  My  husband  Jack,  an 
attorney/advisor  for  the  U.S.  En- 
vironmental Protection  Agency,  has 
been  extremely  supportive  of  my  stay- 
ing home.  When  I was  still  wrestling 
with  the  part-time  at  most  idea,  he 
was  saying  it  would  be  fine  with  him  if 
I took  off  one,  three,  or  even  five  years 
to  stay  with  our  daughter.  We  could 
also  see  the  benefits  of  my  being  here 
as  far  as  Jack's  daughters,  Katherine 
(age  9)  and  Nelse  (almost  7),  were 
concerned.  We  are  fortunate  enough 
to  have  them  a considerable  amount 
of  time,  and  my  being  home  could 
only  increase  their  time  with  us. 


In  late  October,  one  month  before  I 
was  due  to  return  to  work,  telephone 
negotiations  began  concerning  my  re- 
turn to  employment.  I was  asking  for 
part-rime  employment,  which  I knew 
was  "against  policy."  After  many 
talks  with  my  boss,  the  art  director, 
and  the  personnel  office,  1 learned 
that  I would  have  to  return  full  time  or 
resign.  Easy  choice.  I resigned.  (On- 
site day  care  was  not  provided  by  my 
employer.) 

I read  recently  that  the  Senate  has 
approved  a $20,000  grant  for  their 
employees  to  begin  a child  care  facil- 
ity, knowing  that  their  employees 
work  long  and  unpredictable  hours 
when  Congress  is  in  session.  Too  few 
businesses  in  this  city  acknowledge 
that  child  care  is  an  employee/ 
employer  responsibility.  Many  pro- 
ductive women,  who  happen  to  be 
mothers,  are  currently  out  of  the  work 
force. 

The  decision  to  stay  home  is  not  a 
financial  decision;  it  is  an  emotional 
one.  We  are  a blended  family,  for- 
merly accustomed  to  two  incomes, 
determined  to  adjust  to  one.  Board 
games,  picnics,  and  zoo  trips  were  our 
preference  before  Anne  arrived,  so  we 
don't  anticipate  radical  lifestyle 
changes.  Still,  after  working  13  years. 
I'm  the  one  who  can't  quite  believe  my 
empty  checking  account. 

Finding  a caregiver  with  continuity 
and  credentials  is  possible.  I congratu- 
late and  admire  my  friends  who  have 
been  able  to  return  to  work,  in  part, 
because  they  were  determined  to  re- 
turn to  work.  The  child  care  decision 
is  as  personal  as  the  decision  to  have  a 


child.  I love  being  at  home  with  Anne, 
but  1 fully  expect  to  return  to  full-time 
employment  at  some  point.  I have 
done  a couple  of  free-lance  projects, 
one  at  an  office  with  the  help  of  a 
babysitter,  and  the  other  in  our  base- 
ment at  my  light  table  after  Anne  had 
gone  to  sleep.  I designed  a letterhead 
for  our  church.  I plan  to  keep  my 
graphic  skills  somewhat  nimble  and 
my  portfolio  somewhat  current. 

I don't  feel  that  Tm  staying  home 
for  Anne.  I'm  staying  home  for  me.  A 
psychologist/friend  told  me  during 
my  quandary  about  staying  home  that 
anyone  can  have  a career.  I'm  a little 
late  finding  this  career,  but  I love  it. 
No  job  counselor  could  ever  have 
steered  me  into  this  line  of  work.  ■

Kate  Rand  Lloyd  is  not  a psycholo- 
gist. She  is  neither  a sociologist  nor  an 
anthropologist.  "I'm  not  any  kind  of 
'ologist.'  I'm  just  a magazine  editor. 
We're  non-experts.  We  write  about 
microsurgery  one  day  and  needle- 
point the  next." 

Despite  her  statements  to  the  con- 
trary, Ms.  Lloyd,  editor-at-large  of 
Working  Woman  magazine,  is  a noted 
authority  on  a subject  of  widespread 
interest;  the  status  of  women  in  Amer- 
ican society.  On  February  1st,  she 


shared  her  insights  and  knowledge 
with  the  Pine  Manor  community  in  a 
lecture  titled  "Working  Women, 
Where  They  Are  and  Where  They  Are 
Going."  Her  program  was  a part  of 
the  College's  ongoing  Distinguished 
Lecturer  Series. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  exciting 
times  in  our  history,"  she  told  the 
audience  in  Ellsworth  Hall.  "Women 
are  taking  roles  of  increasing  respon- 
sibility in  every  single  sector  of  our 
sociefy."  In  1950,  17.2  million  women

in  the  U.S.  worked  outside  of  the 
home;  in  1984,  the  number  had  risen 
to48  million.  "It'sa  massive  shift,  and 
no  one  knows  where  it's  going  to 
end,"  she  said. 

Kate  Lloyd,  a pretty  woman  of 
about  sixty  with  delicate  features  and 
strong  opinions,  has  lectured  exten- 
sively throughout  the  U.S.  on  topics 
related  to  working  women.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  the  National  Commission  on 
Working  Women,  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Child  Care  Action  Cam- 
paign, the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Na- 
tional Women's  Political  Caucus,  and 
the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Institute  for 
Women  and  Work  at  Cornell  Univer- 
sity. In  1982  she  was  appointed  by 
Mayor  Koch  to  the  New  York  City 
Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women. 
Within  the  communications  field,  she 
has  received  numerous  awards  and 
honors.  Before  joining  Working  Woman 
in  1977  as  editor-in-chief,  she  served 
as  managing  editor  of  Glamour  and 
Vogue  magazines. 

Working  women  have  many  issues 
on  their  minds,  said  Ms.  Lloyd  at  the 
beginning  of  her  lecture,  citing  child 
care,  pay  discrimination,  and  stress  as 
among  the  most  important. 

"Child  care  is  one  of  the  most  press- 
ing issues  in  this  country,"  she  said. 
More  than  half  of  all  American 
mothers  with  children  under  18  years 
of  age  now  work  outside  of  fhe  home, 
a situation,  according  to  Lloyd,  that 
could  change  the  whole  structure  of 
the  family. 
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Parents,  both  men  and  women,  are 
concerned  about  the  absence  of  ade- 
quate care  for  their  children  while 
they're  working,  but  they  are  afraid  to 
admit  they  need  help,  she  said.  The 
U.S.  is  the  only  industrialized  country 
in  the  world  that  has  no  child  care 
policy,  she  added,  arguing  for  the 
creation  of  guidelines  at  the  federal 
leyel.  There  are  no  easy  solutions, 
howeyer,  she  stressed.  The  concept  of 
corporate  child  care  centers  is  "sexy” 
these  ciays,  but  most  women  in  this 
nation  do  not  work  for  large  corpora- 
tions — they  work  for  small  com- 
panies. Some  of  the  unreasonable 
codes  goyerning  the  operation  of  day 
care  centers  need  reyision,  so  that 
more  can  open  to  meet  the  pressing 
demands.  Also,  to  draw  more  provid- 
ers, the  salaries  for  child  care  jobs 
must  be  made  more  attractiye. 

Most  working  women  go  back  to 
work  three  to  six  weeks  after  haying  a 
baby,  she  said,  insisting  that  most 
women  "can't  afford  not  to  work." 
Kate  Lloyd,  herself  the  mother  of 
three  children  who  are  now  grown, 
took  six  weeks  off  per  child.  Economic 
necessity  droye  her  back:  "You  can 
starye  in  three  months,"  she  said. 

"It  is  a political  issue.  If  all  women 
who  are  able  go  out  and  yote,  we'll  see 
scrme  remarkable  things  happen,  be- 
cause we  share  common  concerns." 

Another  shared  concern  she  dis- 
cussed was  pay  discrimination.  Quot- 
ing a statistic  from  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics,  she  reported  that  women  in 
managerial  positions  earn  60  percent 
of  what  men  in  comparable  positions 
do.  Eradicating  pay  discrimination  is 
important  to  how  men  and  women 
see  each  other,  she  said. 


A question  Ms.  Lloyd  has  been 
asked  by  men  in  her  audiences 
around  the  country  is  "Why  are 
women  taking  jobs  away  from  men?" 
They  are  not,  shebelieyes.  Employers 
are  getting  good,  loyal,  qualified 
workers  for  less  money  by  hiring 
females.  "That's  unfair  competition," 
she  said.  "If  I were  a man  I would  be 
mad." 

Lloyd  talked  about  the  stress  expe- 
rienced by  many  working  women, 
particularly  those  in  management 
jobs.  Women  find  themselv'es  in  posi- 
tions where  they  haye  "no  role  mod- 
els," where  there  are  no  women 
ahead  of  them  who  haye  made  it. 
Many  women  also  find  it  difficult  to  be 
aggressiye  on  the  fast  track;  they  think 
"it's  not  nice  to  be  ambitious  or  com- 
petitiye.  You  don't  speak  up.  You 
behaye  yourself." 

The  pressure  isn't  oyer  for  most 
women  at  the  end  of  the  work  day, 
either.  "Women  work  longer  hours 
than  men,"  she  said,  explaining  that 
they  still  assume  most  of  the  domestic 
responsibilities  at  home.  Two-thirds 
of  all  households  haye  two  working 
spouses,  she  mentioned,  but  men 
contribute  18  percent  of  the  time  and 
effort  necessary  to  run  households. 
Adyising  women  to  relax  about 
housework,  she  joked,  "No  one  eyer 
died  of  a yellow  waxy  buildup." 

"Look,  I don't  put  men  down,"  said 
Lloyd.  "I  just  don't  put  men  up."  Men 
must  giye  up  the  priyilege  of  being 
taken  care  of,  she  said,  citing  the 
benefits  thaUiave  accrued  to  the  hus- 
bands of  working  women.  Working 
women  "haye  giyen  men  opportuni- 
ties for  options  that  they  hayen't  had 
since  the  Industrial  Reyolution."

They  haye  acquired  the  opportunity 
to  change  careers  if  they  want  to,  to  go 
back  to  school,  to  say  no  to  demands 
to  relocate.  "We're  not  threats;  we're 
companions,"  said  Lloyd. 

Women  not  now  in  the  work  force 
should  be  planning  for  the  time  when 
they  will  be,  she  said,  stating  that  90 
percent  of  all  women  in  the  U.S.  are 
likely  to  work  at  some  point  in  their 
liyes.  (She  mentioned  the  high  di- 
yorce  rate  and  the  economic  picture  as 
factors.)  "Women's  colleges  are  terri- 
bly essential,"  she  said,  praising  Pine 
Manor  as  a place  where  young 
women  are  encouraged  to  plan  and 
prepare  for  careers. 

"I  think  we  haye  so  much  to  con- 
tribute," said  Kate  Rand  Lloyd.  "How 
can  this  country  afford  not  to  make 
the  fullest  possible  use  of  fifty  percent 
of  its  population?"  ■

Construction  is  about  to  begin  on 
the  Annenberg  Library  and  Commu- 
nications Center,  which  will  encom- 
pass the  expansion  and  renovation  of 
the  Pine  Manor  College  Library.  One 
of  the  most  important  features  of  the 
new  facility  will  be  shelf  capacity  for 
100,000  volumes,  allowing  formajnr 
expansion  of  the  library  collection  in 
support  o_f  the  B.A.  programs. 

Work  on  building  the  collection 
began  over  six  years  ago,  when  the 
College  received  a change  of  charter 
enabling  it  to  grant  the  B.A.  degree  in 
the  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history.  The 
initial  goal  was  to  increase  the  library 
collection  from  28,000  to  50,000  vol- 
umes, a goal  which  will  be  achieved 
by  March,  1984.  Our  accrediting

agency,  the  New  England  Association 
of  Schools  and  Colleges,  has  urged  us 
to  maintain  an  accelerated  acquisi- 
tions rate,  and  to  build  the  collection 
to  100,000  over  the  next  few  years. 

Progress  has  indeed  been  remarka- 
ble, and  we  owe  an  enormous  debt  of 
gratitude  to  Linda  Demmers,  Head 
Librarian,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Pine 
Manor  Library,  to  the  Library  Visiting 
Committee,  chaired  for  five  years  by 
Deborah  E.  Wiley,  '66,  and  more  re- 
cently by  Anne  B.  Steere,  '41,  and  to  a 
group  of  wonderfully  supportive 
donors.  While  the  regular  acquisitions 
budget  is  a subtantial  one,  we  have 
had  to  go  far  beyond  it  in  recent  years 
to  increase  the  collection  at  a fast  rate. 
Outright  gifts  and  endowed  book 
funds  have  been  the  key  to  rapid 
growth  in  a collection  which  will  con- 
stitute the  heart  of  the  new  Annen- 
berg Library  and  Communications 
Center. 

Leadership  gifts  for  the  purchase  of 
books  came  early  on  from  The  Brown 
Foundation,  The  R.  K.  Laros  Founda- 
tion, and  The  Kettering  Family  Foun- 
dation. An  endowed  book  fund  was 
established  in  1980  by  a gift  of  $15,000 
from  Eugenie  Mayer  Bolz,  '18,  to  sup- 
port purchases  in  the  areas  of  the  Fine 
and  Performing  Arts,  Art  History, 
and  the  Humanities.  This  wonderful 
pattern  of  endowed  support  for  the 
future,  set  by  a wise  and  farsighted 
alumna,  was  followed  by  The  Ketter- 
ing Family  Fund  and  the  Harnisch- 
feger  Foundation.  Bequests  from 
Mildred  Hodgman  Mahoney,  '19,  and 
Sophie  Moffitt  Russell,  '16,  have  also 
contributed  to  library  acquisitions, 
with  Mrs.  Mahoney's  bequest  desig- 
nated for  books  in  sociology,  her 
lifelong  interest.  Gifts  were  received

Annette  Stevenson  arrived  at  Pine 
Manor  College  four  years  ago  filled 
with  fear  over  math  and  science.  She 
will  graduate  in  May  with  the  Class  of 
'84  as  a science  scholar. 

Annefte  was  among  seven  college 
students  awarded  Honorary  Under- 
graduate Fellowships  by  the  New  En- 
gland Psychological  Association.  In 
ceremonies  held  last  October  in  Prov- 
idence, Rhode  Island,  Annette  re- 
ceived the  fellowship  in  recognition  of 
her  achievement,  involvement,  and 
special  accomplishments  in  the  field 
of  psychology.  Annette's  Pine  Manor 
instructors  Dr.  Elizabeth  Gardner  and 
Dr.  Nancy  White  accompanied  her  to 
the  award  presentation. 

Her  status  as  a Fellow  of  the  New 
England  Psychological  Association 
comes  after  four  years  of  "learning 
that  math  and  science  are  nothing  to 
be  afraid  of."  The  daughfer  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  G.  Barnes  Stevenson  of  Ambler, 
Pennsylvania,  Annette  recalls  her  ear- 
lier plans  to  study  music  or  English  in 
college.  Her  memories  of  chemistry 
and  algebra  were  of  endless  tutoring 
sessions  and  the  struggle  to  pass. 

Now,  thanks  to  encouragement 
from  her  Pine  Manor  faculty,  An- 
nette's new  goal  is  to  earn  a Ph.D.  in 
neuroscience.  She  will  take  to 
graduate  school  a double  major  in 
biological  and  developmental 
psychology  and  practical  laboratory 
experience  from  a series  of 
internships. 

Annette  was  searching  for  a small 
college  when  she  transferred  from  the 
University  of  Colorado  fo  Pine  Manor 
in  1980.  Personal  interest  from  the 
faculty  convinced  her  to  earn  a B.A. 
degree  in  her  new  interest  — psychol- 
ogy. She  enrolled  in  math  and  science 


courses  and  "something  clicked." 
Anxious  to  improve  her  research 
skills,  Annette  landed  an  internship 
in  the  social  psychiatry  lab  at  Harvard 
Medical  School.  Under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  Pine  Manor  graduate  Jennifer 
Johnson,  '81,  Annette  was  introduced 
to  her  first  experience  in  laboratory 
research  and  data  management.  That 
led  to  a Pine  Manor  computer  course, 
which  opened  the  door  to  new  intern- 
ships and  projects. 

The  Harvard  internship  became  a 
paid  summer  job  which  Annette  con-

tinned,  working  part  time  under  Dr. 
Stuart  T.  Hauser  in  the  Adolescent 
and  Family  Development  Project 
when  classes  resumed.  An  internship 
followed  in  the  Learning  Disabilities 


Clinic  of  Boston's  Children's  Hospi- 
tal, where  Annette  studied  under  Dr. 
Jane  M.  Holmes,  the  noted  neuro- 
psychologist who  spoke  last  fall  at 
Pine  Manor  as  part  of  the  Distin- 
guished Lecturer  Series.  "At  the  time, 
I was  just  beginning  to  study 
neurophysiology,  so  working  in  the 
clinic  complemented  and  supported 
my  course  work,"  Annette  said. 

Her  interest  in  neuroscience  devel- 
oped even  further  in  an  internship  last 
summer  at  the  National  Institute  of 
Mental  Health  in  Washington,  D.C. 
Brain  graft  research  was  the  subject  of 
her  study,  an  independent  project  she 
conducted  under  the  nationally 
known  brain  researcher  Dr.  William  J. 
Freed. 

It  could  take  Annette  five  years  of 
graduate  work  to  begin  her  career  in 
neuroscientific  research  and  educa- 
tion. Meanwhile,  she  carries  the 
heavy  course  load  of  a double  major, 
leads  the  newly  formed  Psychology 
Club  as  its  president,  and  maintains 
her  15-year  study  of  piano. 

Annette's  standards  for  herself  are 
high,  but  her  achievements  are  no 
surprise  to  the  family  and  faculty 
members  who  support  her  work.  "My 
father  keeps  asking  me  w'hen  I am 
going  to  win  the  Nobel  Prize!"  ■

The  energy  and  enthusiasm  which 
Harriet  Howe  Greene  brought  to  her 
science  classes  at  Pine  Manor  are  still 
in  evidence  when  she  describes  the 
activities  she  has  pursued  since  her 
retirement  from  the  College. 

When  1 spoke  with  her  in  her  home 
in  Wellesley,  MA,  during  the  fall,  I 
learned  that  she  is  on  the  steering 
committee  of  the  Life-Time  Learning 
Program  at  the  Unitarian  Church  in 
Wellesley  Hills,  a program  which 
provides  wide-ranging  classes  for 
senior  citizens.  Mrs.  Greene  has  also 
spent  many  hours  in  the  Retired 
Senior  Volunteer  Program  (RSVP) 
talking  to  students  at  Newton  South 
High  School  about  aging  and  care  for 
the  elderly.  And,  in  a program  called 
Living  History,  she  has  talked  to 
young  people  about  the  experience  of

living  through  the  Depression.  In- 
deed, she  continues  to  teach! 

Harriet  Greene  joined  Pine  Manor's 
faculty  in  1942  as  a nutrition  and 
chemistrv  instructor.  She  had 
graduated  from  Smith  College  and 
received  her  master's  degree  from 
Oberlin.  She  taught  first  at  a pre- 
paratory school,  then  came  to  Pine 
Manor's  Wellesley  campus  at  the  invi- 
tation of  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  "hav- 
ing no  idea  of  what  a junior  college 
was  about  and  feeling,  maybe,  a bit 
superior."  She  hastened  to  add,  "I 
learned  the  thrill  of  helping  young 
women  develop  an  interest  in  learn- 
ing and  a desire  to  go  on  to  a four-year 
college. 

"There  was  a wonderful  feeling  of 
camaraderie  on  the  Pine  Manor  cam- 
pus," she  continued.  "A  bond  was 
formed  among  the  faculty  who  were 
devoted  to  the  College  and  to  the 
girls."  Mrs.  Greene  mentioned  her 
close  friendship  with  Janet  Williams, 
English  instructor,  and  Madeline 
Crawford,  science  instruefor,  bofh  of 
whom  joined  the  faculty  in  1947.  (The 
three  women  continue  to  see  each 
other  today.)  The  students,  too, 
formed  bonds  with  faculty  members, 
many  of  whom  lived  near  campus, 
and  they  often  made  their  way  to 
faculty  homes  where  they  could  relax 
and  talk  to  their  instructors 
informally. 

Mrs.  Greene  fondly  remembers  the 
faculty  plays  which  were  put  on  an- 
nually for  the  benefit  of  the  Service 
League.  The  annual  event  was  Presi- 
dent Potter's  pet.  She  loved  detective 
stories  and  backed  them  for  produc- 
tions. Miss  Hetty  Wheeler,  Dean  of 


the  College,  was  always  in  the  plays, 
and  so  was  Miss  Margaret  Gurney, 
alumnae  secretary.  Maggie  Lee,  head 
of  the  drama  department,  directed. 
Mrs.  Greene  was  usually  cast  as  a man 
because  she  had  a low  voice  and  there 
were  only  two  men  on  the  faculty 
during  her  early  years  at  the  College. 

Mrs.  Greene  and  her  husband.  Bill, 
a long-time  professor  in  the  humani- 
ties ciepartmentatM.I.T.,  spend  their 
summers  in  Jackson,  NH,  where  they 
are  visited  by  their  two  sons, 
daughters-in-law,  and  four  grand- 
children. They  travel  abroad  every 
few  years,  often  with  Madeline  Craw- 
ford and  her  husband,  Pefer  Pezzati. 

Talking  about  Pine  Manor  today, 
Harriet  Greene  said  she  applauded 
the  College's  introduction  of  four- 
year  programs  beginning  in  1977. 
"There  is  a greaf  need  for  small  liberal 
arts  institutions  where  young  women 
can  thrive,"  she  concluded.  ■

fill  the  shelves  in  key  areas  of  the 
collection. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  the  College's 
75th  Anniversary  in  1986-87,  it  is  our 
goal  to  establish  a further  twenty  en- 
dowed funds  of  $25,000  each  for  the 
purchase  of  books  and  equipment  for 
particular  areas  of  the  curriculum.  The 
Head  Librarian  has  been  working 
closely  with  the  coordinators  of  the 
B.  A.  programs  in  Art  History,  Ameri- 
can Studies,  Biological  Psychology, 
Developmental  Psychology,  English, 
Erench,  Management,  and  Visual 
Arts.  Close  attention  has  been  given 
to  identifying  needs  for  reference  ma- 
terials, book  titles  and  journal  titles  in 
each  discipline.  We  will  need  en- 
dowment for  purchases  for  the  years 
ahead  in  all  academic  areas  — "an 
investment  in  minds,"  as  Pine  Man- 
or's founder,  Helen  Temple  Cooke, 
would  have  termed  it,  and  an  invest- 
ment which  will  bring  the  magnificent 
Annenberg  Library  and  Communica- 
tions Center  alive  as  soon  as  its  doors 
are  opened.

Angela  Sullivan,  '78,  gave  Pine 
Manor  College  political  science  stu- 
dents some  first-hand  knowledge  of 
career  possibilities  when  she  returned 
to  campus  last  November  for  a visit  to 
Dr.  John  Agnew's  American  Gov- 
ernment and  Politics  class. 

Angela  is  an  assistant  to  the  Deputy 
Undersecretary,  A.  Wayne  Roberts, 
at  the  Department  of  Education  in 
Washington,  D.C.  She  previously 
worked  as  an  assistant  to  President 
Ronald  Reagan's  diarist. 

It  was  her  receptionist's  job  at  the 
Associated  Press  Radio  Network  that 
first  introduced  Angela  to  the 
whirlwind  world  of  Washington.

Pursuing  her  combined  interest  in 
journalism  and  politics,  Angela 
worked  for  a year  as  a research  assist- 
ant for  theSf.  Louis  Post-Dispatch.  She 
acquired  a valuable  press  background 
there,  she  said,  but  she  was  eager  to 
follow  her  belief  in  President  Reagan 
by  working  in  his  administration.  She

Comments  Office.  Now  when  she  an- 
swered the  phone  it  was  with, 
"Executive  Office  of  the  President." 

Although  her  work  compiling  ap- 
pendices to  the  President's  official 
diary  required  Angela's  concentration 
and  diligence,  she  recalled  the  lighter 
sideof  White  House  work,  too.  "Have 
you  ever  wondered  who  all  those 
people  are  who  wave  good-bye  to  the 
President  from  the  White  House 
grounds?"

Angela  was  among  the  White  House 
employees  who  formed  the  crowd  of 
well-wishers  upon  the  President's 
arrival  or  departure  from  the  White 
House. 

From  there,  she  moved  to  the  Pres- 
idential Appointments  and  Sched- 
uling Office,  then  to  Deputy  Under 
Secretary  Roberts'  office  at  the  De- 
partment of  Education,  where  the  na- 
ture of  her  work  is  both  intergovern- 
mental and  interagency.  Angela  has 
also  been  actively  involved  in  the  De- 
partment's special  projects,  such  as 
the  "National  Forum  on  Excellence  in 
Education"  and  Secretary  Bell's  Sec- 
ondary Schools  Recognition  Program 
which  selected  schools  that  have 
achieved  the  goal  of  excellence  in  edu- 
cation. "The  Administration's  philos- 
ophy is  that  education  is  mainly  a 
state  and  local  matter,  and  the  De- 
partment is  helping  to  facilitate  that 
view,"  Angela  said. 

A native  of  Potomac,  Maryland, 
Angela  attributes  her  career  success  to 
the  writing  skills  and  "people"  skills 
she  developed  at  Pine  Manor.  Her 
studies  here  were  concentrated  in 
political  science,  leading  to  a B.A.

She  also  was  a member  of 
the  student  delegation  to  the  Model 
United  Nations,  the  Educational  Pol- 
icy Committee,  the  Community  Ser- 
vice Organization,  and  the  Campus 
Guide  Program.

Basketball  Team 
Places  Second  in 
State  Tournament 

The  Pine  Manor  Gators  finished 
their  1983-1984  basketball  season  with 
an  outstanding  21-4  record  and  a sec- 
ond place  ranking  in  their  class  at  the 
State  MAIAW  Tournament. 

As  of  mid-February,  the  Gators  had 
also  attained  first  place  within  their 
division  in  won-lost  national  ranking, 
along  with  eight  other  colleges  and 
universities.  They  placed  eighth  na- 
tionally in  scoring  margin  and  ninth  in 
scoring  defense. 

Tom  McCarthy,  new  head  coach 
this  year,  combined  the  forces  of  re- 
cruits, “walk-ons,"  and  five  returning 
players  to  realize  the  coach's  dream  — 
a team  characterized  by  quickness, 
speed,  height,  experience,  and  depth. 
Assistant  Coach  Betty  Ann  Giles 
serves  as  academic  coordinator, 
sports  information  and  publicity 
liaison  and,  along  with  Assistant 
Coach  Ed  Kelley,  assists  with  scout- 
ing, practices,  and  games. 

Two  of  the  most  exciting  games  of 
the  season  were  fought  against 
Wellesley,  with  Pine  Manor  winning 
59-48,  and  Babson  College,  with  the 
Gators  scoring  60-57.  Other  teams 
which  fell  to  the  hands  of  the  team 
included  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  (62-38),  Suffolk  Univer- 
sity (65-56),  and  Western  New  En- 
gland College  (61-60). 

Top  scorers  for  the  season  were 
Sandy  Smith  of  West  Newton,  MA 
(16.5  points  per  game);  Barbara  Davis 
also  of  West  Newton  (13.5  points  per 
game);  and  Peggy  Collins  (11.1  points 
per  game). 


Next  year  Pine  Manor  will  enter 
Class  B to  take  on  the  higher  level 
competition  of  such  colleges  as  Smith, 
Mount  Holyoke,  and  Bowdoin.

liams), Spingold  Theatre,  Waltham. 

In  preparation  for  their  theatre  ex- 
periences, students  read  the  plays, 
and  class  time  was  spent  discussing 
the  author,  period,  and  literary  as- 
pects of  each  play.
